WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty. 


Gen. John N. Mitchell today an- 
nounced arrest of 54 persons 
and seizures of nearly $13 mil- 
lion in narcotics in what he 
termed "the largest federal 
crackdown ever on narcotics

The raids were carried out 


after 10 p.m. Tuesday in New 
York, Chicago, Detroit, Phila- 
delphia-, Hartford, Conn., Balti- 
more and New Orleans. 


Mitchell said the raids and 


previous arrests netted some of 
the "high echelon figures" in 
the nation's organized crime 
syndicate. Although he did not 
use the term, Mitchell acknowl- 
edged that he was referring to 
La Cosa Nostra or the Mafia. 


Working throughout the night 


and into the morning federal 
agents arrested 54 persons, with 
32 still sought, Mitchell said. 
Eighty-nine persons have been 
arrested prior to 10 p.m. Tues- 
day, making the total number 
arrested or sought 175. 


Mitchell said the arrests cli- 


maxed a five-month investiga- 
tion by the Bureau of Narcotics 
and Dangerous Drugs in which 
a total of 71 pounds of heroin, 49 
pounds of cocaine 
and 256 


pounds of marijuana, with a 
street value of $12.8 million, 
were seized. 


Mitchell said 12 court author- 


ized wiretaps were used in the 
investigation which had been 
code named "Operation Flank- 
er." Only two of the 54 persons 
arrested since Tuesday night of- 
fered resistance, he said, but 
there was no injury,

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


'Supreme Court upheld unani- 
mously today the authority of 
military tribunals to try service- 
men for crimes committed on 
military posts. 


The decision rejected conten- 


tions that only military crimes 
should be subject to a court- 
martial and that soldiers and 
sailors accused of all other 
crimes within the United States 
should be turned over to civilian 


* courts. 


The ruling, delivered by Jus- 


tice Harry A. Blackmun, went 
against Isiah Relford, a Georgia 
soldier convicted of kidnaping 
and raping the 14-year-old sister 
of another soldier and the wife 


>fpf an airman at Ft. Dix, N.J., in 
•fl961. Relford is serving a 30- 
j, year sentence at Ft. Leaven- 
I worth, Kan. 
; In June 1969 the court ruled 5 
to 3 that a court-martial may 
;not try a serviceman for the 
rape of a young girl in a Honolu- 
lu hotel. The court limited the 
military's jurisdiction to "serv- 
ice-connected" crimes, but was 
not explicit about the meaning 
of the phrase. 


The Relford decision fills in 


much of the gap by insuring 
military authority over crimes 
committed against civilians on 
a military post, particularly 
when they are relatives of serv- 
icemen. Blackmun stressed the 
military has an "essential and 
obvious interest" in protecting 
the security of people and of 
property on military posts and 
that the military commander 
has a responsibility .to maintain 
order in his command. 
Court Expands 
Libel Freedom 
of Newspapers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court expanded today 
the freedom of newspapers to 
report about political candidates 
without fear of libel judgments. 


In an unanimous holding the 


court said aspects of a candi- 
date's entire life, no matter how 
far back in time or remote from 
the political race, may be put to 
the public unhampered by the 
threat of a libel suit. 


Even if the newspaper gets its 


facts wrong, the court said, it 
can be sued for damages only if 
it is guilty of malice. This 
means that it either knew the 
facts were wrong or was reck- 
less about checking into them. 


Reversed by the holding were 


a $20,000 award to a former 
New Hampshire 
congressman 


and a $22,000 award to a small- 
town Florida politician. In both 
instances jurors found they had 
been libeled by newspapers. 


The ruling is a further broad- 


ening of the Supreme Court's 
decision in a New York Times 
case in 1964 that public officials 
can collect libel judgments only 
if they prove malice. In subse- 
quent rulings the court included 
holders of minor office and pri- 
vate individuals who willingly 
take part in public affairs.

Six Choppers 
Lost Under 
Sharp Attack

SAIGON (AP) - Two South 


Vietnamese bases inside Laos 
were under sharp attack late to- 
day in a new upsurge of fighting 
in the drive to cut the Ho Chi 
Minh trail field reports said. 


Six more American helicop- 


ters were shot down or dam- 
aged in the action around the 
bases, but no details were avail- 
able, the accounts said. 


One of the bases was said to 


be north of Highway 9, the main 
incursion route and the other to 
the south. Both are 10 miles in- 
side Laos. A South Vietnamese 
ranger base six miles inside 
Laos was overrun last week 
with heavy casualties. 


Officials in Saigon said they 


had no information on the re- 
ports of the new fighting. 


The field reports could not say 


how many of the helicopters 
were shot down and how many 
damaged. 
Three 
helicopters 


were shot down Tuesday. 


Tuesday's losses raised to 29 


the number of U.S. helicopters 
reported lost on both sides of 
the border in the 17-day-old 
drive into Laos. At least 40 
Americans have been killed, 15 
are missing and 26 wounded in 
the crashes. 


The big U.S. base at Quang 


Tri in the northern zone came 
under rocket attack late tonight, 
Associated Press correspondent 
William Barton reported. 


He said the shelling hit the 


outer edges of the base and last- 
ed about half an hour, but there 
were no immediate reports of 
casualties or damage. Quang 
Tri is temporary headquarters 
for the U.S. 24th Corps, the par- 
ent unit directing American ac- 
tivities in support of the Laos 
drive. 


Earlier, the U.S. Command 


said American air strikes have 
wiped out huge North Viet- 
namese war stockpiles on the 
Ho Chi Minh trail, including an 
estimated 800 tons of ammuni- 
tion, more than 120 caches of 
weapons and supplies and 330 
vehicles. It also reported four 
fuel pipelines cut. 


The command also reported 


air attacks on three more mis- 
sile sites in North Vietnam 
which it said threatened U.S. 
B52 bombers attacking the Ho 
Chi Minh trail. 


For the seventh successive 


day, no forward movement was 
reported by the 16,000 South 
Vietnamese 
ground 
troops 


whose forwardmost elements 
are 16 miles inside Laos, ac- 
cording to their government. 


The South Vietnamese mili- 


tary spokesman, Lt. Col. Le 
Trung Hien, retreated today 
from his statement Tuesday 
that Saigon's forces had no in- 
tention to advance farther. He 
told his daily briefing for corre- 
spondents. 


"We would like to clarify 


what we wanted to say. The 
purpose of the operation in Laos 
is not to occupy territory. It is, 
to disrupt the enemy supply 
lines and to make the enemy 
supply flow more difficult.

Laird said operations in Cam- 


bodia and Laos had taken the 
initiative away from the enemy 
by cutting off sanctuaries and 
supply lines. 


"Hard fighting lies ahead," 


Laird added, however. "The 
South Vietnamese military force 
is up against a determined and 
ruthless 
invader ...,"

Laird continued to reflect the

tic view of the situation in Laos, 
although reports from the field 
have told of difficult fighting 
and high South Vietnamese loss- 
es.

FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) - 


Men, 
women, children. They 


were all the enemy to Lt. Wil- 
liam L. Galley at My Lai, he 
said—the people he'd been or- 
dered to destroy. 


"I didn't discriminate 
be- 


tween individuals in the village, 
sir," he testified Tuesday at his 
murder trial. 


Galley appeared edgy and 


worried-looking at the start of 
cross-examination, which con- 
tinues today. 


But his answers were crisp 


and capped with military "sir" 
as prosecutor Aubrey Daniel, an 
Army captain, led him through 
the day nearly three years ago, 
on which the Army charges Gal- 
ley murdered 102 villagers with 
premeditation. 


Galley told how the 27 men in 


his platoon started through the 
village with their guns blazing, 
firing "at the enemy." 


He said he did not discrimi- 


nate between men, women and 
children because "they were all 
the enemy, they were all to be 
destroyed." 


Galley's testimony differed in 


a number of ways from that of 
some of the 74 witnesses who 
preceded him to the stand in the 
small, windowless courtroom. 


He said he changed the maga- 


zine of 18 bullets in his M16 rifle 
only once that March 16, 1968- 
and that at lunch time when the 
shooting was over.

More Sofefy 
In Penicillin 
Under Study 


By C.G. MfDANIEL 
AP Science Writer 


CHICAGO (AP) — Tests have 


been developed which are ex- 
pected to make possible a re- 
duction in the number of deaths 
from penicillin reaction and, at 
the same time, allow more peo- 
ple to take the drug with safety. 


This was reported Monday by- 


researchers at the annual meet- 
ing of the American Academy of 
Allergy. 


An estimated 600 persons die 


each year as a result of severe 
allergic reaction to penicillin. 
The researchers said that per- 
haps 50 times more die of dis- 
eases which penicillin can cure, 
but they were thought to be al- 
lergic to the drug and were not 
given it. 


Up to now, physicians have 


had to rely almost entirely on 
the patient's word and memory 
as to whether he ever had a 
penicillin reaction. And some 


persons who luid never received 
•he drug did not know whether 
•hey would have an adverse 
reaction. 


An academy study group re- 


ported it performed skin tests 
on 1.160 patients, injecting them 
with chemicals called reagents 
which cause penicillin allergic 
persons to develop weals on the 
skin. 


The report of the study was 


presented by Dr. Arthur Ro- 
senblum of Michael Reese Hos- 
pital and Medical Center, Chica- 
go, who served as chairman of 
the 2G-member group.

ly set for Monday night, was 
pushed back a second time to 
tonight. 


Kansas State held on gamely 


against their high-powered ri- 
vals, trailing by just two points 
at intermission and leading 39- 
38 midway in the second half.

Red Judges 
Always Vote 
Same Way

LYON, France (AP) — It 


could be politics, it could be per- 
sonal preferences or it could be 
a point of view, but the Commu- 
nist judges in the dance compe- 
tition at the World Figure Skat- 
u;t;. Championships all think 
alike—and it seems to add up to 
a sure gold medal for Russia. 


Talk about politics in judging 


comes up at every world cham- 
pionship. 
It 
can 
never 
be 


proved, since the judging in 
purely subjective, but the danc- 
ing this year gives a good in- 
sight on how it can work. 


Ludmila Pachomova and Al- 


exander Gorshkov of Russia 
seem certain to repeat last 
years' victory in the world 
championship dancing. 


They took the lead Tuesday 


night after the first two compul- 
sory dances with 100.4 judging 
points. Judy Schwomeyer of In- 
dianapolis and Jim Sladky of 
Syracuse, N.Y., were tied for 
second with Angelika and Erich 
Buck of West Germany with 99.9 
judging points. 


But the complications of fig- 


ure skating judging enter the 
picture. It is possible for a pair 
to win with fewer judging points 
than an opponent. This is be- 
cause the place points, or ordi- 
nals—determined by adding up 
the placement order by each 
judge—can be a 
determining 


factor. But, as a final method of 
arbitration, the skater with the 
greatest number of first place 
votes determines. 


After the first two dances, 


Miss Pachomova and Groshkov 
were leading all the way down 
the list. 


The first places for the Rus- 


sians came from the Czechoslo- 
vak, Polish, Russian and Hun- 
garian judges on the nine-judge 
panel. Miss Schwomeyer and 
Sladky were rated first by the 
American, British and Canadian 
judges, and split the first place 
of the French judge with the 
Germans. The Bucks, of course, 
got the first place vote of the 
West German judge. 


The finals of the pairs compe- 


tition will be held tonight. Two 
Russian pairs are leading after 
the compulsory figures, with Jo 
Jo Starbuck and Ken Shelley of 
Downey, Calif, in third place. 


Ludmila Smirnova and Andrei 


Suraikin of Russia, who took the 
silver medal in last year's world 
championship, were in the lead 
with 104.2 judging points. They 
got the first place votes of every 
judge. 


Irini 
Rudnina and 
Sergei 


Ulanov, defending world cham- 
pions and winners of the recent 
European championship, were 
in second 
place 
with 102.6 


points. They were placed second 
by each judge. Miss Starbuck 
and Shelley had 99 points. 


The final two compulsory fig- 


ures for the men also will be 
skated today.

Nixon Pal Is 
Pipeline to 
His Friends 


By FRANCES LEWINE 
Associated Press Writer 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon has installed one of 
his closest friends, former oil 
company representative Roger 
E. Johnson, as a White House 
pipeline for other close Nixon 
friends. 


Johnson's unusual role as a 


special assistant to the Presi- 
dent—keeping Nixon's "friends 
friendly"—was disclosed in his 
first interview since he came to 
work last September. 


"My responsibility," Johnson 


explained, "is to keep in person- 
al contact and communication 
with the good friends of the 
President he would like to see 
but doesn't have time to." 


Johnson said he was tapped 


for the job last summer when 
there were continuing reports of 
some key people having trouble 
getting through to Nixon. 


It's impossible for a full-time 


President to always see close 
friends, Johnson pointed out, 
and Nixon "felt that situation 
needed correcting so he could 
have 
a 
contact 
with 
his 


friends." 


In his high-ceilinged, una- 


dorned corner office in the Ex- 
ecutive Office Building close to 
the White House, Johnson sat at 
a big desk by a white telephone 
and smilingly noted: 


"Some friends have been ad- 


vised if they have any problem 
—or just want to talk—to call 
me. Their problems will reach 
his (Nixon's) ear." 


He said the callers "have to 


be fairly close friends or they're 
not referred to me." 


What the friends talk about is 


confidential, Johnson says. But 
he indicates it ranges from con- 
cern about the economy to wor- 
ries over obscenity in movies. 
Or, perhaps, someone suggests 
he "pass the word" that some 
friend should get a White House 
dinner invitation. 


Johnson's appointment is still 


not listed amid the published of- 
ficial presidential documents. 
He was 
first 
identified by 


spokesmen as a special assist- 
ant when he and his wife joined 
the Nixons for recent trips to 
Camp David and to the Virgin 
Islands last month. 


Johnson, 64, and his Missouri- 


born, Colorado-raised wife, the 
former Louise Thompson, are 
abcat six years older than the 
Nixons but are among their 
closest friends, dating back to 
Whittier, Calif., days. 


Democrats

Democrats newly dominant, the 
nation's governors began today 
three days of conferences—and 
lobbying—likely to stress pleas 
for more federal aid to the 
states with fewer strings at- 
tached. 


A spokesman said most if not 


all of the 50 state governors 
were expected for the mid-win- 
ter meeting of the National Gov- 
ernors' Conference. Twenty-nine 
of them are Democrats, 21 Re- 
publicans, after an election that 
reversed a GOP state house ma- 
jority. 


Vice President Spiro T. Ag- 


new was scheduled to address 
their opening session, with a 
probable bid for support for 
President Nixon's program of 
federal revenue sharing with 
the states. 


The governors have repeated- 


ly endorsed federal revenue 
sharing, and also have called 
upon Washington to take over 
the financing of all welfare 
costs. That would increase the 
federal ante past the level pro- 
posed by Nixon. 


The Governor's Conference 


would like both steps taken. 


The governors and their wives 


will attend a black tie dinner at 
the White House tonight, and 
head for Capitol Hill Wednes- 
day, to meet with congressional 
committees and party leaders.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I started 


li a v i n g paroxysmal tachy- 
cardia when I was 17 years 
old. 
first two times a year, 


(hen six times a year and by 
the time I was 30 every six 
weeks, lasting about 20 to 30 
minutes. I am 48 now and I 
am having them as high as 
every four or five days, last- 
ing two or three hours. Yes, 
1 have seen doctors. The last 
one told me to learn to live 
with it. I can not learn to live 
with it if I can be helped, 
can I? I live in a small town 
and medical help is hard to 
get. 
I feel this situation is 


serious. Please advise me in 
your column. Maybe there is 
some hope. Please! 


Dear Reader—It is amaz- 


ing how well a person can 
do for years with bouts of 
rapid heart action. Although 
they are unpleasant in some 
cases, they are not usually 
life-threatening. In your case 
you have been having trou- 
ble for over 30 years. 


The amount of trouble a 


bout of tachycardia causes 
depends upon how fast the 
heart beats and the state of 
the individual's circulation. 
They can be quite disabling 
and as one gets older, be- 
cause of common changes in 
the circulation, they can be- 
come more serious. 


In many cases something 


can be done to control fre- 
quent recurring episodes of 
tachycardia. There are sev- 
eral medicines like quint- 
dine that are often success- 
ful in either preventing the 
episodes or at least making 
them less frequent. I would 
advise you to have a consul- 
tation with a heart special- 
ist (cardiologist). You can 
write to your state medical 
s o c i e t y and ask for the 
names of cardiologists near- 
est to your home. 


You might ask your doc- 


tor to arrange a consultation 
with a heart specialist.

liquor Price 
Change After 
Adjournment

LITTLE ROCK (AP) —Brad 


Jesson, legislative aide to Gov. 
Dale Bumpers, says that while 
the question did not come up in 
drafting the bill, he is confident 
of the constitutionality of the 
fair trade repealer act's pro- 
vision prohibiting liquor price 
advertising. 


The measure, House Bill 83, 


was approved by the House and 
Senate 
and then signed by 


Bumpers on Feb. 18 to become 
Act 106 of 1971. 


The act actually will not be- 


come law until 90 days after 
sine die adjournment of the 
legislature's regular 
session, 


which is likely to be extended 
beyond the 60 - day period pro- 
vided by law. 


Foes of the repeal of the 


"fair trade" statute long had 
argued that removing the min- 
imum markup the law provided 
on the wholesale and retail 
prices of liquors and wines 
would be detrimental to small 
liquor stores. 


These stores, called "mom 


and pop" liquor stores, were 
viewed as too limited in fi- 
nancial backing to compete on 
a free and open market with 
larger 
liquor outlets, which, 


theoretically, could cut prices 
to a level so low that smaller 
retail liquor stores would be 
forced out of business. 


To allay those feares, the ad- 


ministration's bill contained a 
provision which says: "There 
shall be 
no advertising 
of 


prices of spiritous or vinous 
liquors or wines outside the 
permitted premises. This in- 
cludes, but is not limited to, 
newspapers, magazines, pro- 
grams, periodicals and sign- 
boards." 


Jesson said that since the 


liquor industry was one which 
the states were permitted to 
strictly regulate and even pro- 
hibit, he saw little chance that 
a prohibition on the advertising 
of prices would be deemed un- 
constitutional. 


In other states, courts have 


upheld laws restricting the size 
of 
signboards 
advertising 


liquor, prohibiting the use of 
signboards and billboards to 
advertise liquor, barring liquor 
advertisements within 200 feet 
of schools or churches, forbid- 
ding the use of a manufactur- 
er's or wholesaler's name or 
trademark in advertisements. 


The bill contains a "severa- 


bility clause" which stipulates 
that if any provision of the act 
shall be held invalid, the rest of 
the act would continue in force.

"The cops have enough of a job. 
They need all the help they "an 
get," says a storekeeper whose 
tackle ended the 500-mile flight 
of a convict who escaped and 
took four hostages. 


Barefoot, wearing prison den- 


ims and armed with scissors ap- 
parently stolen from the prison 
barber shop, Jimmy Dee Har- 
vey escaped Monday night from 
a low-security area outside the 
walls of San Quentin prison, 15 
miles north of San Francisco. 


The 24-year-old convict forced 


his way into a car with two 
women and two children and 
raced south to this Orange 
County community 23 miles 
south of Los Angeles, dropping 
the hostages off unhurt along 
the way. 


Police said two letters Harvey 


received Monday from his girl 
friend in Fullerton may have 
prompted him to break out even 
though he was due for parole in 
six months after serving nearly 
four years for car theft. One of 
the letters was found shredded 
on his prison bed. The contents 
were not disclosed. 


Police 
watching 
the

friend's house sighted the stolen 
car Tuesday and chased it at 
speeds up to 100 miles an hour, 
firing one shot which smashed a 
window. Finally the pursued car 
hit two others and the fugitive 
ran into a laundry and dry
